CORRIGENDUM

abject: Anti-Dumping investigations concerning imports of Sodium Nitrite from European Union and Chinese Taipei 
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from EU and Chinese Taipei vide its Final Finding Notification No. 
54/1/2001-DGAD dated the 28 October, 2002. Anti Dumping Duty was 
notified by the Central Government vide notification dated 29 th November 
2002. Whereas it has been brought to the notice of the Designated Authority 
that Sodium Nitrite is not produced in Chinese Taipei and no import has 
taken place ot the subject goods from Chinese Taipei during the period of 
investigation (1 st April 2000 to 31 51 March 2001) . Subsequent verification 
b) the Customs Authorities in India has confirmed that the said imports from 
Chinese Taipei were in fact originated and exported from China PR. In 
view of the foregoing, para 25 and 26 of the Final Finding notified vide 
Notification No. 54/1/2001-DGAD dated the 28 th October, 2002 stands 
replaced as under: 

O. CONCLUSIONS: 


The Authority, after considering the foregoing, concludes that: 


(a) Sodium Nitrite originating in or exported from EU has been

(b) The domestic industry has suffered material injury; 

(c) The injury has been caused by the dumped import of the 
subject goods from EU. 


26. The Authority after considering the foregoing, concludes that: 

a. The Authority recommends imposition of definitive anti dumping 
duty on all imports of Sodium Nitrite, falling under Chapter 28 of the 
Custom Tariff Act, originating in or exported from European Union. 

b. The Authority considered recommending the amount of anti dumping 
duty equal to the margin of dumping or less, which if levied, would 
remove the injury to domestic industry. The average landed price of 
the imports, for the purpose, was compared with the non-injurious 
price of the petitioner company, determined for the period of 
investigation. Wherever the difference was less that the dumping 
margin, a duty lower than the dumping margin is recommended. 
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c. Accordingly, the Authority confirms the preliminary findings with 
regard to imposition of anti dumping duty and recommends 
imposition of definitive Anti Dumping Duty on imports of Sodium 
Nitrite from European Union. The Anti-Dumping Duty shall be the 
amount mentioned in column (3) below on all imports of Sodium 
Nitrite originating in or exported from Territory of European Union 
falling under Chapter 28 of the Customs Tariff.
